This paper is filed in response to the election/restriction requirement dated August 4, 
2004 where the Examiner is requiring an election of patentably distinct species inventions 
under 35 U.S.C. 121. 
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1 . The species with a plug layer 120 as illustrated in either: 
Figure 6A, 6B, 6C, or 6D.; 

2. The species with a plug layer composed of: 
aluminum, titanium, steel or a composite material; 

3. The species with an accelerating layer 1 10 as illustrated in either: 
Figure 8A, 8B, 8C, or 8D; 

4. The species with an accelerating layer 110 composed of: 
aluminum oxide, silicon carbide, aluminum nitride or boron carbide. 

Applicants hereby elect the species with a plug layer 120 that is illustrated in Figure 
6 A and has a material type composite. Claim 12 is associated with this species. 

Applicants further elect the species with an accelerating layer 110 that is illustrated in 
Figure 8 A and has a material type aluminum oxide. Claims 16 and 17 are associated with 
this species. 

Applicants believe Claim 1 to be generic to all species. Upon allowance of Claim 1, 
Applicants request consideration of all claims. 

CONCLUSION
